LAST OF TREASURES TAKEN 
FROM TUTANKHAMEN’S TOMB 


Howard Carter, Defying “Curse of 
Pharaohs,” Completes Work 
in Egypt. 
By the Associated Press. 

LUXOR, Egypt, Feb. 27.—Scorn- 
ing “the curse of the Pharaohs,” 
which threatens death to disturbers 
of Egypt’s ancient tombs, Howard 
Carter has just completed the re- 
moval of the last of the treasures 
from the tomb of King Tutankha- 
men, 

It was in 1922, after 16 yeurs of 
patient and systematic research in 
the Valley of the Kings, that Car- 
ter, in association with the late 
Lord Carnarvon, discovered an eli- 
trance to the tomb, 

The cataloguing and removal of 
some of the treasure were delayed 
by the death of Lard Carnarvon re- 
sulting from a mosquito bite. Su- 
perstitious persons pointed to Lord 
Carnarvon’s death as fulfillment of 
“the curse ot the Pharaohs.” Later, 
others of the expedition died. 

Carter, however, has remained 
immune to disaster. The last ob- 
jects to be taken from the tomb 
included a camp-bed _ similar to 
those used today and a magnificent 
inlaid chest,

The indictments were returned in 
connection~with absorption of the 
Washington Trust Co. of Elliott 
City by the Central Trust Co. 
Judge Francis Neal Park issued 
bench warrants for the six indicted 
men.

the indictments named Charles Mec- 
Mathias, Grover L. Michael and C., 
Thomas Summers, vice presidents, 
and S. Elmer Brown, treasurer of 
the Central. Coblentz was its 
president. , 

Charges of malfeasance, mis- 
feasance and nonfeasance were re- 
turned against Page, based on al- 
legations he gave false information 
to the directors of the Washington 
Trust Co. as to the financial posi- 
tion of the Central, on which the 
merger was approved. 

The other indictments charged 
Coblentz with having accepted de- 
posits when he knew the Central 
Trust Co. was unsound, and when 
he knew it was to close the day 
after the deposits were made. 
Others charged conspiracy to de- 
fraud depositors against Coblentz 
and the other officials of the bank. 

State’s Attorney James Clark said 
the inv estigation of the bank here 
had not ‘been completed with the 
return of the indictments and that 
it would be carried on by the in- 
coming jury. 

The Central Trust Co. was closed 
last Sept. .3 and its 11 branches ijn 
Frederick, Washington, Montgom- 
ery, Howard and Carroll Counties 
were closed with it. The grand 
juries of the other counties have 
been investigating. 

After the closing Coblentz at- 
tributed the collapse to shinkage 
of values of the banks’ investments, 
coupled with “unfavorablé pub- 
licity”’ received by him in connec. 
tion with the failure of the F. H. 
eSmith Co., Washington _ building 
concern.

Because of Deficit.

WASHINGTON, Feb.*27. — The 
$132,500,000 emergency nlatsien's 
construction bill designed to pro- 
vide employment and permit states 
to pursue their road construction 
programs was approved today by 
the.House. The vote was 205 to 
109. 

Those voting for the bill were 
151 Democrats, 53 Republicans and 
the one Farmer-Labor member, 


}Kvale of Minnesota. Twelve Dem- 


ocrats joined 97 Republicans’ in 
opposing the bill. Crisp of Georgia 
and Doughton of North Carolina, 
Déemocrats, and Hawley of Oregon 
and Finley of Kentucky, Repub- 
licans, voted present. 

The measure now goes to the 
Senate. It was passed after five 
hours of debate. 

The bill permits the states the 
regular Federal! highway aid funds 


to match the emergency money in+ 


stead of funds of their own, mak- 
ing $120,000,000 immediately avail- 
able. The emergency funds are to 
be repaid out of the regular Fed- 
eral highway aid allotments over 
a period of 10 years beginning +n 
1938. 

The sum of $12,500,000 is allot- 
ted for roads and trails in national 
forests, parks, Indian reservations 
and on public lands. 

Proponents said they expected it 
to vrovide employment this year 
for 1,000,000 men, 

mepublican opponents charged 
the expenditure should not be made 
because of the Treasury: deficit. 

The Democrats countered that 
the admimistration had asked for 
billions of dollars for ‘reljef of 
banks and other financial institu- 
tions, but nothing for employment 
relief. 

Denounces “Mob Psychology.” 

After the vote, Representative 
Davenport (Rep.), New York, who 
opposed the bil, said it was neces- 
sary “for every Representative in 
Congress to insist upon putting a 
check upon the mob _ psychology 
which is already started in Con- 
gress in the direction of involving 
the country deeper and deeper in 
debt, while the sources of revenue 
are drying up on every hand.” 

Five amendments to the Dill 
were adopted. Two, by La Guardia 
(Rep.), New York, provide that the 
prevailing local wage rates shall be 
paid and that none of the money be 
alloted to any state where convict 
labor is employed directly or indi- 
rectly on Federal-state projects. 

Another was that of Warren 
(Dem.), North Carolina, providing 
that preference be given local la- 
bor. Others were by Thomason 


(Dem.), Texas, that only Américan, 


citizens could be employed, and by 
Taylor (Rep.), Tennessee, making 
the allotments to national ‘parks 
available to the projected Smoky 
Mountain National Park, in North 
Carolina and Tennessee. 

An amendment offered by Hud- 
dleston (Dem.), Alabama, to ap- 
propriate $100,000,000 for direct 
relief to the unemployed was ruled 
out of order by Blanton of ‘Texas, 
who was in the chair. 

Says It Will Aid Unemployed. 

Warren, a member of the House 
Roads Committee, opened the de- 
bate with an explanation of the 
bill. es 

“This is an emergency measure 
designed principally to help the 
unemployed,” Warren said, ‘“‘but it 
also is designed to help the several 
states to carry on their road con- 
struction. This bill when passed 
will be the first measure approved 
in this Congress seeking to give a 
job. to a single human being in this 
country.” 

Representative Tilson (Rep.), 
Connecticut, asked why the . bill 
was submitted “when the Presi- 
dent or the Budget Bureau had not 
recommended it?’’ 

“T'll tell you why,” Warren re- 
plied. ‘There are 6,000,000 unem- 
ployed men walking the streets and 
the Roads Commitee has evidence 
before it-that this bill will put 
1,000,000 men to work. . 

“Already $109,000,000- has been 
appropriated ‘for road construction 
and we are informed that three- 
fourths of the states are unable to 
accept it under the 50 per cent-re- 
quirement of the Federal. highway 
act.

—A small but stubborn Chinese 
garrison still held out this morn- 
ing in the ruins of Kiangwan, cen- 
ter point of the deadlocked Shang- 
hai-Woosung battle line toward 
which both Japanese and Chinese 
were’ rushing reinforcements in 
preparation for a decisive battle. 
Aided by air and artillery bom- 


bardment, the Japanese have made 
many assauits on Kiangwan and 
have issued numerous reports. of 
victory, but neither shells nor com- 
muniques dislodged the defenders, 

The Japanese announced that 
during yesterday's fighting they 
finally haa sueceeded in surround- 
ing the village. Their infantry- 
men already were in the western 
end, they said, and were proceed- 
ing to mop up the rest of it. 

Running Gauntlet With Food. 

But at 11:30 o'clock last night 
this correspondent, who went out 
to see for himself, learned that the 
Chinese still held Kiangwan and 
that the garrison was being sup- 
plied with food and ammunition. 
These supplies were brought in 
from Miaochungchen to the north- 
west. 

The communication line with the 
beleaguered garrison was very nar- 
row, and the soldiers bearing food 
and ammunition ran a gauntlet of 
machine-gun fire from Japanese 
positions on either side. But the 
neck of the bottle still was open. 

Japanese airplanes in a new ef- 
fort this morning to cut this line of 
contact bombed the area around 
Miaochungchen, and also the strick- 
en section of Chapei. Fifteen 
planes took off frdm the emergency 
flying field behind the lines and 
began. scattering explosives over 
the Chinese positions, causing new 
fires to break out at Miaochung- 
chen. 


Help on the Way. 

The early morning communique 
from Gen. Tsai Ting-kgi, Chinese 
commander, said that the Kiang- 
wan garrison still was intact and 
that help was on the way. 

‘The Gov ment at Nanking has 
sent mgilfe more divisions to re- 
inforee the Nineteenth Route 
army,” the communique said, “and 
this additional force will go into 
Laction when the Japanese offensive 
is renewed.” 

The harbor master reported early 
this morning that two Japanese 
troop. ships had arrived off the 
Woosung forts, 16 miles down the 
Whangpoo from Shanghai. It was 
thought that these ships were the 
first of the great fleet that is 
bringing heavy reinforcements from 
Japan. 

During the last few days sev- 
eral vessels have arrived with am- 
munitions and supplies for the Jap- 
dnese, and on each of them there 
was a small. complement of sol- 
diers.

ALFONSO CALLS ON SPAIN 
TO OVERTHROW REPUBLIC 


Exiled King Joins Uncle, Alfonso 
Carlos, in Manifesto; Would 
Give People Representation. 

By ths Associated Press. 

PARIS, Feb. 27.—Former King 
Alfonso and his uncle, Alfonso Car- 
los, ‘traditionalist pretender to the 
Spanish throne, have issued a call 
to the Spanish people to overthrow 
the new republic in Spain, a mem- 
ber of Prince Alfonso Carlos’ en- 
tourage said tonight. 

In the manifesto the former 
King accepted his uncle as head of 
the family and proposed restora- 
tion of the monarchy as a form of 
provisional government, which 
would collaborate with legislative 
chambers representative of the peo- 
ple, “in giving Spain a truly Chris- 
tian Constitution.” 

The two monarchist heads met 
during a recent visit to Vienna, the 
spokesman said, when the outlines 
of the manifestos were drawn up. 
These were issued through follow- 
ers before the nephew left recently 
for Greece. Both held to the prin- 
ciple that everyone must unite “to 
save Spanish society from the wave 
of anarchy and contmunism which 
has invaded it.” 

The French Government is not 
expected to take any action regard- 
ing Alfonso’s part in the manifesto, 
unless the Spanish’ Government 
raises the issue. Alfonso has es- 
tablished a home in exile in France,

JAPAN FINDS SELF 
STANDING ALONE, 
TROUBLES GROW 


Operations Helps to Em- 
phasize Tokio Govern- 


ment’s Isolation.

Mamoru Shigeniitsu, Japanese Min- 
ister to China, said today there was 
no prospect of an immediate truce 
or material change in the situation 
at Shanghai. 

His statement was in response to 
reports from Geneva that a truce 
wags in prospect and advices from 
Tokio that the Japanese Foreign 
Office had instructed him and 
Tsuneo Matsudeira, Ambassador to 
London, to make known Japan's de- 
sire to halt hostilities when the 
Chinese were willing to withdraw 
from their military positions. 

Minister Shigemitsu reiterated 
that the Japanese were seeking to 
end the hostilities as soon as pos- 
sible, but that any truce depended 
on the Chinese accepting the Jap- 
anese demands that they evacuate 


the Shanghai area. He said there 
was no indication of a Chinese ac- 
ceptance.

GENEVA, Feb. 7.—Naotake 
Sato presented today to the Coun- 
cil of the League of Nations a pro- 
posal by thé Japanese Government 
to settle the Shanghai conflict by 
establishing a neutral zone about - 
the city which would be occupled 
by the military forces of the great 
Powers. 

The Japanese communication 
was taken under consideration by 
the members of the Council and it 
Was expected that as quickly as 
possible a formal meeting would be 
held to discuss it. 

It was understood that repre- 
sentatives of the Powers in‘ Shang- 
hai were conducting negotiations 
with the Japanese on the neutrai 
zone plan.

his coronet under his arm like a 
derby hat, an English Duke walked 
into a Bond street jewelry show 


today and sold the ancestral head- 
piece for £15,009 (about $54,200), 
so that it could be stripped of its 
jewels and melted to increase the 
nation’s gold supply. 

The identity of the Duke was 
not disclosed, but it was said that 
his family has held Baronial rank 
for nearly five centuries. His ac- 
tion was cited as an example to 
other Britons to disgorge their 
gold. 

This transaction was the latest 
development in England’s “gold 
rush,” in which thousands of gol- 
den trinkets, ornaments and coins 
have been sold so that their own- 
ers ean benefit from the present 
high price of gold and England 
benefit by its expcrt. 

Now that England is off the 
gold standard, bullion shipped to 
gold standard countries helps to 
support the pound sterling in the 
foreign exchange marke. 

With bullion quoted at 118 shul- 
ings 10 pence an ounce, long lines 
have formed at jewelry stores, and 
the offices of dealers in foreign 


exchange for days. One firm 
bought 80,000 sovereigns at about 
98 shillings each this week. 

England is digging out the hetr- 
looms and the family plate searc®- 
ing for g6ld to sell. The merchants 
have taken advantage of the situa- 
tion to increase their business, 
some advertising $2 shillings worth 
of goods for one savereign, Sand- 
wich men tramp the streets with 
the latest quotations on gold coins, 
and exchange dealers offer to buy 
one pound or one million at the 
current high prices. 

The situation has developed 
“sterling patriots,” persons who 
refuse to make a profit en their 
coins, taking them to their banks 
and exchanging them for pound 
sterling notes, thus sacrificing 8 
shillings on each coin. The banks 
Nave fo send the coins to the Bank 
of Englanu and thus the Govern- 
ment nets an 8 shilling profit be- 
sides increasing the gold reserve. 

Coin of the realm may not be 
melted, but the coronet sold by the 
unidentified Duke has been sent to 
Amsterdam. e<After the diamonds 
are picked out its eight golden 
strawberry leaves will be melted 
down with thousands of humbler 
offerings, such as lockets, wedding 
rings and old gold teeth.

Foods to Avoid. 


Potatoes, as Eddie Cantor has 
lyrically proclaimed, are cheaper. 
But that is no reason for eating 
them, in the opinion of, Park G. 
Hammar, retired paint manufac- 
turer and proponent of 
longation, who has published a new 
book, “Greater Cheer and Greater 
Efficiency for Well People.” 

“No potatoes 
Hubbard squash, no so-called 
starch foods’’ is the dictum of 
Hammar, a sturdy person of 68, to 
those whom he invites to join him 
in retarding and even reversing the 
aging process. There are other 
large noes, including no pork, no 
fried food, no candy, preserves or 
vinegar, and no alcoholic § stimu- 
lant, tobacco, coffee, tea or cocoa. 
His diet formula has also its posi- 
tive side, taking three of the book’s 
410 pages. It is part of a program 
which includes rural vacations, air 
baths, sun baths, violet rays, exer- 
cise and frequent naps of dimin- 
ishing length. Adjustments of this 
routine to individual needs are to 
be made by “primitive science,’ 
common or horse sense. You are 
to be your own doctor, John Every- 
man, D. P. M., Doctor of Preven- 
tive Medicine.” This does not 
imply any distrust of the medica! 
rrofession, and the reader is ad- 
vised, in certain circumstances, to 
eonsult a physician. 

The program laid down. 
exacting, is é@asier than the one 
which Hammar proposed in his 
earlier book, published in 1929. He 
then planned a course of. six 
months’ communal life, with surf 
swimming, sleeping face downward 
on a log, and diet of fresh cocoa- 
nuts. Subsequent study, including 
a winter in a laboratory which he 
founded in Montreux, Switzerland. 
has convinced him that the plan 
can be simplified and brought 
nearer the general reach. 

“In middle age, between 28 and 
49," Hammar writes, “the aging 
process can be reversed: in the 
elderly stage, 49 to 70, it can be 
Stopped; and for old people, 70 
and more, it can be retarded.” The 
bulk of the book undertakes to tell 
Why and how this may be done, 
with many citations of scientific 
authorities. There are chapters of 
satirical comment on’ the manners 
and habits of  present- -day life. 
Which is termed suicidal in its dis- 
regard of the principles of well- 
being. One commendable excep- 
tion is noted. Cleanliness is more 
widespread than it once was, partly 
because of the efficiency of soap 
advertising, but: “not overlooking 
the enterprise of municipalities and 
water companies in making clean, 
purified water as cheap and con- 
venient as dirt.”’

EFFORT 10 DETERMINE 
TLE TO RVER FRONT 


Assessor Having Check Made 
on Land Between Wharf St. 
and the Mississippi. 


Parts of land along the river 
front in 72 city blocks, which have 
escaped assessment for taxation 
purposes, are subjected to a title 
inquiry, with a view to establish- 
ing the city’s interest. i 


i Assessor Gehner’s office it 
said yesterday the condition 
had been discovered about three 
years ago, but that the process of 
correction was slow. The question 
of what could be done about it was 
referred to the City Counselor, and 
as a result a land title company 
has been employed to run down the 
titles to all the property involved 
at $15 a tract. 

Most of the land* lies bétween 
Wharf street and the river bank. 
While it has been generally sup- 
posed that all of it belonged to the 
city, the point has been raised that 
it might be claimed by owners of 
the adjacent property to the west 
as accretion or for other reasons. 
If the city recognized such a claim 
and taxed private owners for the 
land, it would relinquish title to 
property which might become 
valuable for the proposed river 
front park or for industrial devel- 
opment. Some of the land could 
be rented to private users, if it 
were owned by the city, and reve- 
nue possibly exceeding taxes might 
be thus obtained. 

New Plats Prepared. 

Plats used by the Assessor for 
placing valuations on property ex- 
tend only to Wharf street and do 
not show the land beyond it ® the 
72 blocks. However, new plats 
have been prepared, showing the 
additional property and, if the 
plans work out satisfactorily, these 
can be used for assessments for 
taxes due in 1933. 

An important point involved in 
deciding where title in the 72 
blocks lies is the determination of 
whether title to the property'to the 
west éxtended to the old-time tow- 
path or to the rivér bank. No 
compilation has been made of the 
volume of land involved. 

One of.the pieces of property on 
the river front which has not been 
shown on the old plats, but which 
appears on the new, is a long strip 
between Victor and Barton streets, 
extending from a line near the 
railroad tracks on Wharf street to 
the river bank. ‘This is occupied 
by the sand and gravel storage and 
shipping plant of the Standard 
Building Materials Co, 

The space was leased for 10 
years, by authority of an ordinance 
to the Mississippi River Sand & 
Material Co., for $3599.76 a year 
at the rate of 7.44 cents a 100 
Square feet a month. The lessee 
joined the Standard company in a 
merger and the lease was trans- 
ferred Aug. 15, 1929. The com- 
pany has increased the land area 
by filling in at the edge of the 
river, at its own expense, and it is 
not charged for this comparatively 
small additional area; A concrete 
road also has been built by the 
company on the west edge of the 
property, between Victor and Bar- 
ton streets. 

Buildings Not Assessed. 

There is no real estate assess- 
ment against the Standard com- 
pany for a frame office and shed, 
@ concrete machine shop, a con- 
crete hopper and other structures 
on the property. At Assessor Geh- 
ner’s office it was said this was 
due to the mixup over river front 
titles. City Collector Koeln, who 
is treasurer of the company, said 
that in his opinion the improve- 
ments should not be assessed, as 
they would révert to the city upon 
expiration of the lease, 

Koeln declared that about $250,- 
000 was spent by the Mississippi 
company for improvements, but a 
large part of what this represents 
consists of conveyors and other 
fixed apparatus, which might -not 
be classed as real estate if the 
question were raised. Some of the 
installation could be moved away 
if desired. The Standard company 
is not taxed on machinery under 
the manufacturers’ tax not being 
classed as a manufacturer. It is 
taxed as a merchant for stock car- 
ried, which includes the sand and 
gravel piles on this lot, and on 
sales. The Comptroller’s office re- 
gards the rent as a fair return on 
the property. About 80 per cent of 
the stock of the Standard company 
is owned by the Missouri Portland 
Cement Co. and several politicians

Three interlocking ideas were 
expressed. Said Einstein: “The 
creation, of an international court 
of arbitration is not 
Through agreement, the assurance 
must also be present that the de- 
cisions of this court will be 
forced by all the nations acting in 
common. ' 

What Boycott Would Do. 
“Without such assurance the na- 
tions will never have the courage 
to disarm in earnest. 
“Suppose, for example, that the 
American, English, German and 
French Governments had- demand- 
ed from ‘the Japanese Government 
the immediate éeSsation“of warlike 
aets in China on pain of a com- 
plete economic boycott. Do you 
believe that Japanese would find 
a government that would wish to 
take the responsibility of plunging 
their country into so dangerous an 
adventure ?”’ 
Millikan held for “participation 
of the United States in the Werld 
Court as the next rational step to- 
ward world peace as recommended 
by every President stmce the war 
and by 94 per cent of a most in- 
telligent and informed group of 
American citizens, irrespective ,of 
ey, ee 

Dangers of Another War. 
Citing the position of the United 
States in a military sense, Beard 


said: 


to a policy of limited defense and 
to the principle of cdnsultation 
with respect to the Pacific region. 
It is co-operating with other coun- 
tries and with the League of Na- 
tions for specific purposes. Such 
co-operation is made imperative by 
the circumstances in which we 
find ourselves. : 

“Herein, it seems to me, lies the 
only ‘hope: for fhe future—the 
steady and unremitting insistence 
upon a domestic policy which re- 
duces all-the chances of war and 
a co-operative policy with respect 
to all foreign relations. If this line 
of action is pursued, the arms of 
the world can be reduced to a po- 
lice basis and the hazards of ruin- 
ous wars minimized if not entirely 
eliminated. 

“And time is the essence of 
things. One more World War 
fought with the latest instruments 
of technology will blast Western 
civilization from center to circum- 
ference.’

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GREENWADE SLATED 
FOR DEMOCRATIC POS! 


Springfield Man, Howell’s 
Choice, Likely to Be Cho- 
sen State Committee 
Head Tomorrow. 


By CURTIS A. BETTS. 
The election of Charles W. Green- 
wadé, an insurance man of Spring- 
field, to chairmanship of the Dem- 


ocratic State Committee at a meet- 
ing of the committee tomorrow in 
Jefferson City, is expected, possi- 
bly without opposition. Greenwade 
is the selection of Charles M. How- 
ell, candidate for the nomination 
for United States Senator, who will 
submit his resignation as chairman. 
Other candidates for the nomina- 
tion for Senator and those for 
Governor yesterday had apparently 
decided to let the chairmanship go 
by default to Greenwade on the 
ground that it was a matter of no 
consequence as to who held the 
chairmanship during the primary 
campaign. A new chairman will 
be elected by a new committeg 
after the August primary. 
The only suggestion of objection 
to Greenwade was due to the fact 
that he was Howell’s choice and 
the campaign for his election was 
conducted by Howell’s organization 
and the Prendergast organizatjon 
in Kansas City. Leading supporters 
of Charles M. Hay and Bennett C, 
Clark, Howell's opponents, for a 
time considered attempting to block 
Jreenwade merely because of 
Howell's activity for him, and it is 
possible, though not probable, that 
an opposition candidate will be 
brought out when the politicians 
reach Jefferson City tonight or to- 
morrow morning. 
There has been no attempt by 
any of the candidates to ascertain 
how many committee men and 


‘women are pledged to Greenwade, 
'and it will not be until the com- 


mittee members gather that, ap- 
proximately accurate information 
can be obtained as to whether he 
is certain of a sufficient number of 
votes for election. 
Greenwade a Dearmont Supporter. 
Hay has written letters to all on 
the committee, not opposing Green- 


| 


| Dearmont 


wade, but urging that in the selec- 


|tion of a chairman the committee 


should be careftl .o select someone 
who will not attempt to use the 
office for any particular candidate. 
Hay said he had no fear that any 
chairman could damage him, even 
if he tried. Clark has taken the 
same position, 

A peculiarity of the chairman- 
ship situation is that Greenwade is 
a supporter of State Senator Rus- 
sell 1. Dearmont for the nomina- 
tion for Governor in opposition to 
Francis M. Wilson, who has the 
support of the Pendergast organi- 
zation. Thus the Howell forces 
have so manipulated that Pender- 
gast is put in the position of aiding 
in the election of » chairman who 
is opposed to his candidate for 


| Governor. 


The fact that Greenwade is a 
supporter, of . course, 


| frecluded Dearmont from opposing 


his sélection for the chairmanship, 
even though he might object to it 
as emanating from a source so close 
to Pendergast. Likewise Wilson 
was in no position to oppose the 
Pendergast choice, or to oppose 
Pendergast in anything he might 
do. 

To Pick State Convention City. 

Aside from the election of chair- 
man, the only business to come be- 
fore the committee will be the Se- 
lection of time and place for 
Democratic State Conven 
Springfield and St. Louis are 
plicants. 

There probably will be some dis- 
cussion of congressional redistrict- 
ing, with many of the candidates 
for congressional nominations urg- 
ing the adoption of a resolution in 
an attempt to pledge the Demo- 
cratic members of the Legislature 
to re-enact the redistricting bill vee 
toed by Gov. Caulfield if the Gov- 
ernor will convene the Legislature 
for the purpose, and demanding 
that the Governor sign the measure 
if it is passed. However, no action 
by the committee would be binding 
on the Degislature. | 

It is probable the weight of the 
Pendergast influence will be 
thrown against a declaration by the 
committee on redistricting. With 
the election of Congressmen at 
large, and with Pendergast coritroll-| 
ing from 80 to 90 per cent of the 
vote in the Democratic primary, he 
is in a strategic position to make 
deals with other candidates for 
support for Howell and Wilson. 

If Congressmen were nominated 
by districts, there would be no bid- 
ding by congressional candidates 
for the 50,000 Pendergast majority 
in Jackson County, and Pendergast 
would have nothing to trade for 
outstate votes for his candidates.

TELLS OF SEA SERPENTS 


Returns From Central America 
Where He Made Lecture 
Tour. 


Dr. and Mrs. Willard Bartlett re- 
turned to St. Louis last week after 
a two-month trip through Central 
America, where Dr. Bartlett lec- 
tured before post-graduate schools 
and clinics on certain new surgical. 
methods, and where the St. Louis- 
ans saw poisonous sea serpents, 
schools of fish so large they ap- 
parently ehanged the color of the 
ocean, and the greatest snake-poi- 
son collecting depot in the world. 

The serpents, not monstrous like 
the sea serpents of fable, but slen- 
der, a yard or so long and black 
with reddish bellies, swam near the 
ship that the Bartletts took up the 
west coast of Panama to Armuelles, 
a division carved out of the jungle 
only four years ago by the United 
Fruit Co. 

“Along the coast of Panama is 
the only place in the Western Hem- 
isphere whee these snakes are 
found,” Dr. Bartlett said.

Central America has four kinds of 
poisonous snakes to combat. First, 
the Bothrops variety, the fer-de- 
lance; second, the tropical rattle- 
snake (Crotalus terrificus), which } 
is the only rattler with poison 
which attacks the nerves instead 
of the blood stream: third, the 
Central American coral snake,’ 
which the natives, for obvious rea- 
sons, call the “twenty-minute 
snake,” and last, the bushmaster, 
the worst of them all. 

“There is no serum for the coral} 
snake because it is very sluggish 
and not at all aggressive. It sel- 
doin gets large, lives under the 
ground and can inflict its fatal 
poison only on some small mem- 
ber of the body, such as the fin- 
ger. There is no bushmaster serum 
because these snakes, which some- 
times reach a length of 15 feet, 
are rare and seldom are captured. 
Hence, not enough of their venom 
has ben collected to make anti- 
venin. 

“It might be interesting to note 
that no serum is being collected at 
the big herpetarium at Tela. This 
institution, operated by the United 
Fruit Co., Harvard University and 
the Mulford Chemical Co., has 


collected enough serum to keep 
the vaccine plant busy for the next | 
year.”’

. For a Pool of Bank Deposits. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


KE bankers asleep to the situation 


that confronts their business? Ogden 
Mills says that people resort to hoard- 
ing and postal savings because they have 
lost confidence in private banks. The 
tremendous withdrawals that in recent 
months have ruined banks in every com- 
munity is proof of this. It is too expen- 
Sive a situation to let persist. Forced 
liquidation of the assets of these banks 
works ruin in a community. And yet it 
is a bankers’ world. The borrower gives 
security for a loan; the depositor gets a 
slip of paper that is no guarantee at all. 
Depositors see their neighbors sustain 
losses Or have their funds tied up and 
they naturally lose any nonchalance about 
about leaving their. money in the bank. 
This ruins a bank that is solvent other- 
wise. Bankers must restore confidence. 
Nothing will do this more surely than a 
guarantee of deposits. No one bank can 
afford to ¢arry its own risk, just as no 
individual can afford to carry his own 
fire risk, his own automobile risk, or the 
risk of sickness and accident. The indi- 
vidual insures against these. Banks can 
band together to insure themsclves. 
There should be a Federal bureau of 
bank insurance, or a deposit guarantee 
bureau under the supervision of the Fed- 
eral Government. All banks should be 
required to deposit with such a bureau 
a certain percentage, say 5 per cent of 
their daily gross deposits, and this fund 
should be uged to bolster any bank that 
needs help. No bank should be allowéd 
to fail so far as depositors are concerned. 
The bureau would step in and pay off 
100 per cent, liquidate the bank and re- 
turn to the stockholders any remaining 
portion of their deposit after expenses 
were prorated. Any solvent bank desir- 
ing to quit business would likewise have 
returned any excess deposit. As a lay- 
man, I do not presume to know what 
share of deposits should be required, but 
I know that such an arrangement on the 
part of banks is about the only thing 
that will restore confidence for a jong’ 
time. The plan should not prove expen- 
sive, for with public confidence money 
would go back into banks, banks could 
loan money and help to restore business 
activities in every community, and bank 
failures would be far less frequent. 
Through Federal courts, bad or crim- 
inal banking practices would be punished 
or regulated without the nullifying effect 
of local politics, Chicago and Illinois 
could or would not reach Al Capone, but | 
the Federal Government got him for 
evading income tax payment.

voted against Mr. Smith should have been about 
twice as great as that among those who voted for 
him.

An even more striking instance of this retirement

case of the vote on Truman H. Newberry, slush 
fund Senator from Michigan. Mr. Newberry was 
séated 10 years ago by a vote of 46 to 41. Obviously, 
If the public had returned Senators who voted in 
Yavor of Mr. Newberry in the same proportion in 
which it returned those who voted against him, there 
would be in the Senate today more Newberry Sena- 
tors than anti-Newberry Senators. What do we find? 
A striking fact. .Of the 46 who voted for Mr. New- 
berry but seven still hold their seats. Of the 41 
who voted against him, 20 retain theirs. To put it 
another way, although fewer Senators voted against 
seating Mr. Newberry three times as many have been 
continued in service by their constituents. 

This record of what the people do to Senators who 
betray the public trust is exceedingry noteworthy 
just now. In the cases of Judge James H. Wilkerson 
and Kenneth Mackintosh, appointed to the Circuit 
Court of Appeals, two unfit nominations are before 
the Senate. If the members of the Senate think of 
nothing higher than their own political fortunes they 
will reject them. 

What has happened to Newberry, Smith and 
Parker Senators is a fate that should make clear 
what the people demand of their public servants.

Whether or not the League of Nations resorts to a 
boycott against Japan, there can be no doubt that 
resort to such a weapon is in the minds of men 
everywhere. The Foreign Office at Tokio complains 
that merchants in Boston and New York are refusing 
to sell Japanese goods. More than 5000 messages 
from educators, business men, bankers and manufac- 
turers, indorsing the proposed international boycott 
against Japan suggested by Newton D. Baker, Presi- 
dent Lowell of Harvard and others, have been re- 
ceived at the Boston headquarters of the American 
Committee on the Far Bastern Crisis. Petitions for 
a boycott against Japan are being circulated in St. 
‘Louis and all other large American cities. 

Objection is made that such a boycott would mean 
war, but that is not necessarily the case. Japan 
could not fight the world, nor would she have the 
money with which to do so. To lose her foreign 
markets would reduce her to a state of impotence 
not hitherto visited on a great military Power by 
any other than physical means. The objection to 
the boycott is moreover unthinking in its uncon- 
scious proposal that the rest of the world shall con- 
tribute by buying Japanese goods to the means with 
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Japan and the Roycott 


international treaties. The relation of the United 
States to such c« boycott could be much. more em- 
barrassing if we stayed out than if we went in. If 
we stayed out, we might assume the position of an 
onlooker while the rest of the world sought ‘by this 
means to make Japan respect her covenants and 
withdraw her forces from China. If our ports con- 
tinued open to Japanese goods, and our ships trans- 
ported them, we might easily come in conflict on 
the seas with the Powers behind the boycott. The 
effect of such a situation would be to force us upon 
the side of the boycotting nations, since to side with 
Japan would be to contradict our official protests 
against her violation of the Kellogg-Briand pact and 
the nine-Power treaty. 

At any rate, we are witnessing something new in 
the Western world. It is nothing new in the East. 
India has employed it against Britain, and China 
has employed it against Japan. It works. It is a 
means by which the peoples of all countries, irrespec- 
tive of their political governments, can punish any 
great nation which breaks the peace of the world. 
It is the only such means that has ever been dis- 
covered. To oppose it is to play the part of King

HAS HE UNCORKED SOMETHING? 


Prospects for Franco-German Unity 


French and Germans themselves bear no mutual hatred, but are ready to co-operate, 
thus paving way for entente; this can be achieved: by pact for real disarmament, 
both material and moral; Versailles pact need be no obstacle, writer says, if Ger- 
many accepts it, thus granting French wish for security and making revision possible.

are animated by implacable hatred against 
There is no blood feud, no 
racial antagonism, between the two peo- 
ples. On the contrary, mutual apprecia- 
tion is a long and honorable tradition with 
both of them, 

Of the French electorate, 8,000,000, or 30 
per cent, are Socialists or Communisis, com- 
mitted to an international outlook. The so- 
called “‘Radicals,’’ probably the truest rep- 
resentatives of the French petite bour- 
geoisie, follow Briand, Herriot, Painleve, 
Laval, in a policy of friendly co-operation. 

The great industrial: and financial inter- 
ests are heartily in. favor of a close -eco- 
nomic association with the Reich. Steel 
cartel, potash combine, chemical entente, 
are among the practical results of that 
spirit. The commissions appointed in both 
countries to work out a plan of economic 
collaboration are filled with capable men, 
who mean business, 

The. only irreconcilablés are the French 
Junker, the Camelots du Roi, those whom 
a venerable priest once called “pious hooli- 
gans,’’ with the principles of a Prussian 
lieutenant»and the manners of a Chicago 
racketeer. They may break up a peace 
meeting; they cannot break France's will to 
peace. 

A Franco-German entente is not merely 
in the air, it has actually started, it is 
growing. The French, I believe, would be 
glad to proclaim it on the housetops; the 
reasonable elements in Germany, including 
Von Hindenburg and Bruening, are more 
than ready to respond. But the German 
leaders are far less free than their French 
colleagues. The moral and material situa- 
tion of the Reich is precarious if not des- 
perate; public opinion is morbidly nervous, 
Generosity. tact, patience, will be imperi- 
ously needed. 


[« IS a great mistake to believe the French 


Germany. 
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The key to Franco-German reconciliation 
is trust, and trust cannot be imposed by 
Uncle Sam’s big stick. Peace is a state 
of mind; we shall not foster peace by de- 
claring war, with our bellicose friend, Os- 
wald Garrison Villard, upon “France, the 
enemy of mankind,” 

I am not prophesying that -a formal 
Franco-German entente will soon be an- 
nounced to a bewildered world. ‘I am only 
stating the plain fact, that at present the 
forces making for an entente have actually 
a better chance than the forces making for 
war. But the best chances may be frittered 
away. So long as we have national policies 
backed by armaments—in other words. so 
long as the Kellogg pact is a sham—®we gha!! 
be at the mercy of silly incidents and the 
yellow press. The solution, we all agree, 
is disarmament; disarmament in its double 
aspect, material and moral. 

Moral disarmament is by far the more 
important. Nations with huge armies and 
navies may live in profound peace: a war 
between Great Britain and ourselves is al- 
most unthinkable. Nations without weapons, 
but with hatred in their hearts, will fight 
with plowshares beaten into swords, with 
trucks rigged up as tanks, with converted 
liners, with commercial airplanes. with 
peaceful chemicals turned into deadly gases. 

Here comes the fundamental difference 
between the French and: the German bvuints 


of view. For the French, moral disarma- 
ment implies, first of all, the acceptance of 
existing treaties: for the Germans, their re- 
jection. Both have their justification. In 
its clauses, Versaillés may not be worse 
than Vienna, Utrecht, Muenster. But it is 
vitiated in its very essence because, after 
the most solemn promises of justice, it was 
imposed by sheer force; and becauSe—su- 
preme hypocrisy—& confession of guilt was 
exacted by a.few turns of the rack. The 
spirit of 1919 is incompatible with the 
health of the world. If there are French- 
mean who still consider Versailles as the 
unchangeable law of Europe they are in- 
deed the “enemies of mankind,” and first 
of all the enemies of France. 


But what is the alternative to accept- 
ance? Militant rebellion? The classical 
example is Prussia after Jena. No promise 
exacted by a victor is binding: Versailles 
is worth as much as Bucharest or Brest- 
Litovsk, and no more. All imposed restric- 
tions are merely challenges tq ingenuity. 
Napoleon limited the sige of the Prussian 
army, and the result was that the whole 
nation was drilled for war. The Allies 
limited the tonnage of German battleships, 
and the result was the “pocket dread- 
nought” Deutschland. 

Tragic dilemma: to preserve an unjust 
treaty is to perpetuate War: to tear up any 
treaty is an act of war. Is there no escape? 
Yes, there is: a winding, uneven, precarious 
mode of escape, but the only one that can 
reconcile peace with justice. 

The first and plainest step is to reject 
war absolutely. No exaction is so costly, no 
hardship is so frightful, no injustice is so 
unjust, as even the holiest of wars. It is 
far better that a few thousand East Prus- 
sians should have their baggage examined 
at the Polish border than that a million 
young men be torn by shrapnel or poisoned 
by gases. Whatever may be the crimes of 
peace, war is the greatest crime. Peace 
must be maintained; ergo, the breaker of 
the peace, the aggressor must be re- 
strained. 

But the present peace — the only peace 
we have—is based on the existing treaties, 
However unjust, the treaties must be en- 
forced. A policeman, a judge, a president, 
must uphold even the laws of which he 
disapproves. Lincoln wads right and John 
Brown was wrong. This assurance thet 
there shall be no attempt to destroy by 
violence the existing law is exactly what 
France calls security. The demand for se- 
curity is not a craven, hysterical, or’ selfish 
appeal for protection; it is a legal and moral 
conception. And it is the indispefsable 
condition of disarmament. 


But, security achieved and war absolutely 
ruled out, the way is open to a peaceful 
modification of the treaties. It is ridiculous 
to say that “France” as a nation stands for 
the immutability of the Versailles settle- 
ment. Versailles has already been amended, 
whittled down, superseded. All the person- 
al responsibility clauses, the “Hang the Kai. 
ser!"’ nonsense, are a dead letter. The free 
agreement of Locarno, not Versailles... is 
now France's title to her eastern frontier,

Replacement or 
relocation of tracks and wires is 
highly expensive, as the Public 
Service Co. has found in the cases 
in which it has substituted bus 
service rather than incur such ex- 
pense. With a bus system the in- 
vestment in vehicles is the large 
item, and the huge cost of tracks, 
wires and poles is saved. It would 
seem, therefore, thgt a bus system 
could renew its equipment more 
often and keep more up-to-date 
than can a street railway system. — 

Riding in one of the new busses 
used cn Gravois avenue, as the 
writer has done and as thousands 
of St. Louisans do every day, is en- 
lightening. The bus is the street 
car type, that is, in general appear- 
ance it is similar to street cars seen 
in St. Louis, but smaller and lower, 
The operator sits at the front as 
does the motorman of @ street car. 
The bus draws up at the curb. 
Loading is at the front door, pay 
as you enter. A tall man may 
stand upright in the aisle. Seats, 
for 40 persons, are upholstered in 
leather and deeply cushioned. Win- 
dows are large, with small steel 
sash, giving abundance of light for 
reading. Pneumatic tires make 
comfortable riding. 

From Ninth and Chestnut to Gra- 
vois and Grand is a 15-minute run. 
The bus accelerates quickly ahd 
stops quickly. It cruises along at 
speed comparable to that of a pri- 
vate automobile. Its steel body of 
latest design minimizes noise. In- 
terior fittings are attractive. Heat- 
ing is supplied from the engines, at 
no extra cost. 

Even the fast Olive street cars 
make no better time for compara- 
ble distance than do these busses. 
Timing a ride on the Olive line 
starting at Ninth street, the writer 
found that in 15 minutes he had 
reached Vandeventer avenue, not 
so far from the starting point as is 
Gravois at Grand. Going on to 
Newstead for a comparable dis- 
tence took three minutes longer. 
The Olive line from Twelfth to 
near Grand has the benefit of skip- 
stops.

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FRENDLY SUIT TO TEST 
POLICE PENSION LAW 


Court Takes Under Advisement 
Question of Whether Its | 
Retroactive. | 


A test suit to determine whether 
the law authorizing pensions for 
retired members of the police force 


and their dependents is retroactive 
was taken under advisement by 
Circuit Judge Hall yesterday.

Of Service Managers 
At Bureau Meeting 

Alemite Co. Speaker Says 

Less Than 15 Per Cent of 


Cars Are Properly 
Lubricated. 


Dan F. Hyland of the Stewart- 


Warner Corporation and the Ale- 
mite Co. was a special guest at a 
meeting of the Service Managers’ 
Bureau of the St. Louis Automobile 
Dealers’ Association at the Gates- 
worth Hotel Thursday night. Hy- 
land was introduced by Robert E. 
Lee as the man who made the first 
address to the bureau when it was 
organized six years ago. 

kK. E. Jensen, special represen- 
tative of the Alemite Co., talked 
at length on “What Is a Lubricant 
—What Is a Grease?” He said 
that less than 15 per cent of all the 
cars on the streets were being 
properly lubricated. In detail, he 
told of the different kinds of 
greases manufactured and why one 
kind of grease would suit certain 
gears or parts of a car while oth- 
ers would not. 

Lubrication manufacturers, Le 
said, were devoting much engineer- 
ing and chemical skill to the scien- 
tific combination of mineral, vege- 
table and animal fats in making 
lubricants to fit specific bearings 
or gears. <A lubricant with a lead 
base is required for heavy bearings 
while for water pumps an acidless 
tallow. is necessary. For front 
wheel bearings still another grease 
is required. Free wheeling devices 
brought need for still another kind 
of lubricant, one that would be ad- 
hesive but not cohesive. In this 
grease a chemically compounded 
sulphur ingredient is necessary. 

A. A. Kiekhofer of the Packard 
Electric Co. talked about special 
wiring to prevent the leakage of 
electric current from spark plugs 
to the frame of a car. This, he 
sald, causes much of the slowing 
up, laziness and missing in motors. 
He showed a talking moving pic- 
ture entitled “Live Wires,” which 
illustrated the manufacture of au- 
tomobile wiring of various kinds 
and their application and sale by 
dealers. | 
¢ Doiph Moore of the Tigges Motor 
Co., chairman of the bureau, told 
of the success of the post graduate 
course in service management 
which {s being conducted at the 
Hadley Vocational School. This 
class is under Kenneth J. Weber 
and is fostered by the Board of 
Education of St. Louis. Forty-one 
service managers connected with 
St. Louis automobile dealers are 
taking the course.

The automobile is the most heay- 
ily taxed property in the State of 
Illinois today. In Chicago, the 
car Owner pays an average of 
$44.03 in taxes annually. The value 
of the average car in the city is 
estimated at $205.88.

Dollars Circulating 

Advertising Manager of

“Tf we can get the 1,500,000,000 
hoarded dollars back into circula- 
tion, we will have gone a long way 
towards business recovery in Amer- 
ica,” Ottis Lucas, advertising man- 
ager of Studebaker, .said in an 
address before the St. Louis Ad- 
vertising Club on Tuesday.

“Bankers tell us 
that if this money were spent in 
ordinary business enterprises, it 
would release $10 in credit for 
each $1 spent. In other words, if 
we can allay the fear of John Pub- 
lic; if we can restore his confidence 
in America and American institu- 
tions, we will provide the equiva- 
lent of $15,000,000,000 for con- 
structive business achievement. 

“What do we propose to do about 
it? I can tell you what the au- 
tomobile industry plans to do. In 
the words of Paul Hoffman, pres- 
ident of the Studebaker Sales Cor- 
poration, in his much quoted ad- 
dress before the National Automo- 
bife Dealers’ Association recently, 
‘We must wage a creative rather 
than a competitive sales battle. We 
must get people into the market; 
we must make prospects out of 
suspects.’ 

“To do this it means increased 
sales activity and a different type 
of selling—the 1932 type—agegres- 
sive rather than passive. It means 
increasing the productivity of each 
individual salesman.

000 more bales of cotton, 5,000,000 
more yards of upholstery, 2,000,000 
more yards of side ¢urtain and top 
material, 1,750,000 gallons of paint 
and, most important of all, the 
employment of 80,000 more men. 

“Fortunately, thére are move- 
ments under way which will make 
our task less difficult.

The fourth and final section of 
the 1932 achievement roundup for 


St. Louis Council Boy Scouts will 
troops

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BARBER SHOP Set UP 
AT OZANAM SHELTER 


Washroom Facilities Provided 
—Horseshoe Courts Soon 
to Be Laid Out. 


A barber shop and washroom 
with facilities for 25 men has been 
established at Ozanam Shelter for 
Men in the old Mullanphy Hospital 
building at Montgomery and Cole- 
man streets. The barbers’ union 
has offered the services of three 
barbers a week to cut hair of guests 
at the shelter and a supply of safe- 
ty razors has been contributed by a 
drug company. 

More than 200 men residing at 
the shelter have been at work 
cleaning up the spacious yard. The 
Rev. John J. Butler, president of 
the Catholic Charities of St. Louis 
and managing director of the shel- 
ter, said he planned to set up horse 
shoe courts ‘‘as soon as the horse 
shoes are donated.”’ 

Several of the guests who became 
ill last week were treated at De 
Paul Hospital. Physicians from the 
hospital visit the shelter three times 
a week. Father Butler said some 
of the men had suffered from ex- 
posure before the _ shelter was 
opened about 10 days ago. 

The clothing department, opened 
this week, is still in need of shoes, 
hats, suits, overcoats and under- 
wear. Father Butler has acknowl- 
edged receipt of $25 each from 
Mer. P. P. Crane, Miss Julia Keane 
and the Irish Society of St. Louis. 
Other donations include clothing, 
three cases of soap, 250 pounds of 
fish, 50 pounds of coffee, a keg of 

sauerkraut and other food supplies. 


WASHINGTON U. TO OFFER 
DEGREE FOR ART TEACHERS 


Will Confer Bachelor of Science 
Diplomas in This Branch Begin- 
ning Next September. 

A degree of bachelor of science 
for teachers of art will be offered 
by Washington University, through 
University College, beginning next 
September. As the School of Fine 
Arts does not confer degrees, this 
will be the first degree in art of- 
fered by the university. 

The curriculum will consist “of 
two years of pre-professional work 
and two years of professional work. 
The first two years will be in the 
College of Liberal Arts, with the 
curriculum essentially the same as 
that for freshman and sophomores 
seeking the degree of bachelor of 
arts. The last two years will be in 
University College, which will di- 
rect the work in co-operation with 
the School of - Fine Arts, the 
School of Architecture and _ the 
Collége of Liberal Arts. 

Students who have completed 
two years in the College of Liberal 
Arts or have taken the first two 
years of the A. B. curriculum in 
University College may be admit- 
ted to the last two years of the 
new curriculum, but will be re- 
quired to make up the work ia art 
required in the _ pre-professional 
curriculum. 


BIG BROTHERS CARING FOR 
350 UNDERPRIVILEGED BOYS 


Gale F. Johnston, President, Makes 
Annual Report to the 
Organization. 

The Big Brothers of St. Louis are 
caring for about 350 under-privi- 
leged boys, about 10 per cent of 
the total, Gale F. Johnston, presi- 
dent of the organization, reported 
yesterday at its annual meeting. 

During 1931, he said, the execu- 
tive secretary and his assistant had 
4875 interviews with Little Broth- 
ers; 1672 with Big Brothers; 351 
with parents or relatives of the 
boys; obtained jobs for $85 boys, | 
sent 54 to camps and obtained 
medical, dental and legal services 
for 97. 

“In addition,” Johnston § said, 
“more than 150 Big Brothers 
worked with individual boys as 
friends and counselors. In most 
every case they saw to it that the 
boys did not suffer through want. 
It is impossible for me to tell you 
how much ‘was done in the way of 
providing food, clothing, shelter, 
medicine and opportunities for edu- 
cation, recreation and spiritual de- 
velopment.”

-STRANGE bird Was seen this 
winter at Creve Coeur Lake— 
strange, that is, to St. Louts. 
and strange, too, in it legendary 
reputation. It was the Bo- 
which for 
centuries has been regarded by 
superstitious European peasants 
as a bird of ill omen, a har: 


—— — hinger of death and _ disaster. 
The association of this bird with: dire events seems 


as incongruous as a corsage bouguet on a coal heaver. 
For the Bohemian waxwing is a cheerful little creature, 
without a sinister element in its appearance. Its cin- 
namon brown coat is eminently respectable, but. re- 
heved from stodginess by trimmings of red, yellow. 
white and gray. A pert tuft of feathers stands out 
from its head like a small boy's cowlick. And people 


who don't remember the girls of 
the mauve decade would find 1t 
hard to imagine anything more de- 
mure than the waxwing's soft twit- 
LerIngs. 

But there are the legends, with 
some historical backing. In 1482, 
says one story. Bohemian waxwings 
flew along the Rhine in such num- 
hers that they obscured the sun, and 
in almost no time Emperor Charles V was 
on the run from Innsbruck, with Henry I] 
of Prance and Maurice of Saxony afte 
him. And Aldrovandi, Italian ornithologist, 
has recorded that larve flocks of the birds 
appeared in Italy in 1551 and pretty soon 
there was a big: earthquake. 

Again, in 1571, great droves of the wax- 
wings were reported in Northern Italy: 
they were said to display so little fear of 
human beings that they could be picked up 
from the ground. And then along came a 
big Turkish fleet, backed up by an im- 
mense army, and Venice deserted her allies 
in the struggle with the Porte and sued 
lor peace 

During Napoleon's campaigns in: Prus- 
sia and Poland in 1807 the waxwings were 
abundant in Western Europe. And some 
were seen in England 1n the notable winte: 
of 1823 when severe cold and fierce storms 
caused much suffering among the inhabi- 
tants. 

These things happened long ago, but 
even now there are peasants in many parts 
of Europe who dread to’ see a flight of 
Bohemian waxwings. Some of these people 
say there 1s one consolation about such 1n- 
vasions: the waxwings and the ensuing 
calamities never come oftener than once in 
seven years 

One reason for the superstitious attitude 
toward the pleasant little bird may have 
neen the mystery as to its origin that for 
so long prevasled.- For many years ornithol- 
ogists tried in vain to find out where it 
came from——where it mated and reared its 
young. In 1856 the mystery was solved by 
an Englishman. who had set out to find « 


nesting place of Bo- 
hemian ~*waarwings, 
with the announce- 
ment that he would: 
n't come back un’. . 
less he did. After searching 
several months he found some 
of the nests in Lapland. So it 
has been accepted that the re- 
gions in the vicinity of the 
Arctic Circle are the natural habitat of the 
bird. But the Bohemian waxwing spends a 
good deal of time away from home; 1n fact, 
he's a' vagabond. Sometimes countless hordes 
of the feathered itinerants fly down to Cen 
tral and Southern Europe, amd occasional 
flocks drift into the United States from 
Alaska and Northern Canada. In America 
the superstition that the visitor is a fore- 
runner of evil has not found lodgment, anc 
the bird with a bad name is considered an 
aristocrat of his kind 

Incidentally, this bird 1s not to be con- 
fused with the cedar waxwing, a smaller 
bird which is plentiful in Illinois 


T was Otto Widmann, 5105 Enright 

avenue, who saw the Bohemian waxwing 

-—several of them, in fact-—at Creve 
Coeur Lake recently. Widmann, now 90 
years old, is known as the dean of American 
ornithologists. In 1906 he published his 
“Preliminary Catalog of the Birds of Mis- 
souri,, in which 353 species were enumer- 
ated. The ornithologist says the only time 
the Bohemian waxwing ever appeared in 
Missours, before, so far as known, was in 
December, 1917, when it was seen near 
Salem. It occassionally appears in northern

While, as said before, the sinister repu- 
tation oi the Bohemian waxwing has found 
no credence in Arnerica, the circumstances 
of its St. Louis appearance have caused 
local’ bird experts to say facetiously thit 
there may be something to the old supersti- 
tion. For with the waxwings at Creve Coeu: 
Lake were the first large flocks of star- 
lings that appear to be making their home 
in St. Louis County, and many ornitholo- 
gists consider starlings a first-class blight on 
any community. 

ihe starlings, often described by people 
who do not know them as “blackbirds with- 
out tails,’ are extremely pugnacious and 
drive other birds from the vicinity of 
houses, usurping their nests whenever pos~ 
sible. The United States Department of 
Agriculture states that “the immense flocks 
that gather alter the breeding season may 
cause harm through overconcentration in 
crop areas or from their insanitary habits. 
The bird ts exceedingly prolific, raising two 
and often three broods of three to six birds 
a year, and, unlike many other birds, being 
tolerant of its own kind as nesting neigh- 
bors and so’ multiplying in restricted areas 


TARLINGS were successfully intro- 

duced into this country in 1890 in 

New York City, 160 being released in 
Central Park. And within 20 years these 
birds had become one of the most numerous 
species about New York City and of local 
occurrence from Maine to Maryland. They 
now outnumber the house sparrow in New 
England and are abundant enough to be of 
economic importance in states as far west 
as Indiana, Kentucky and Tennessee. The 
first report for Illinois was of a flock of 
seven or eight seen several times in a roost 
with cowbirds and grackles at Urbana dur- 
ing January and February, 1922. In De- 
cember, 1927, the first large flock was noted 
at Marion. 

The Department of Agriculture reports 
the first specamen in Missouri was taken at 
Charleston, January 28, 1928, and had 
been banded at Columbus, O., in March, 
1927. A. E. Mueller of the Webster Groves 
Nature Study Society believes he saw the 
first one in this vicinity on January 29. 
1929, in his yard at 54 Chestnut street. 
Several were shot in November, 1930, in 
East St. Louis. The next reports of starlings 
in St. Louis Gounty were made in March. 
1931, and on December 11, 1931. 

The starling, about cight and a half 
inches long, looks black at a distance, but 
seen more closely it shows iridescent purple 
and green. The long pointed bill is yellow 
during the breeding season but turns almost 


‘black. during the molting season. The star- 


ling walks instead of hopping like robins 
and other perching birds. 

Flocks are easily recognizable since the 
flight is very characteristic.

Last 
month not a bird entered the traps in their 
back yard. This is attributed to the ease 
with which birds can find food in the 

country this winter. 

One of the species Palmer and Barger 
found that usually is far south at this time 
of the year was the yellow-bellied sapsucker, 
which, as its name im- 
plies, lives largely on.tree 


Their aerial evolutions at- 
tracted attention in ancient 
times and are mentioned by 
Pliny. Traveling as fast as 
50 miles an hour, they can 
change direction instantly 
and their maneuvers, car- 
ried out with unanimity 
and exactness, are more 
brilliant than those of a 
crack squadron of army 


planes.

has too many enemies in 
the United States,’ Wid- 
mann insists. “What little 
damage it does to crops is more than atoned 
for by its’ activity against insects. Of course, 
it does drive other birds out of their nests, 
particularly woodpeckers, but if American 
birds can't defend themselves against foreign 
birds let them make way for them. 

“Newton, the great English ornithologist, 
says that a more engaging bird scarcely 
exists and that its character as an insec- 
ticide makes it an almost universal favorite.” 

Noryal Barger, Concordia Seminary stu 
dent. St. Louis Bird Club and Webster 
Groves Nature Study Society member, tells 
of seeing starlings drive a woodpecker from 
its tree. 

“As one starling entered the nest and 
made the woodpecker come out to fight,” 
Barger. relates,” another flew into the hole 
and a third brought sticks and twigs to put 
in the hole. When the first starling got 
tired of fighting he was relieved by one of 
the nest builders and in a short time the 
woodpecker was worn out ard his nest ruined 
for they do not line them with sticks.” 

Both Widmann and Barger are confi-

ARGER and Walter Palmer, 134 
Linden avenue, University City, not 
only broke a record for the number 
of species of birds seen near Creve Coeur 
Lake during the taking of the annual winter 
census for “Bird Lore,” bi-monthly publi- 
cation sponsored by the Audubon Society, 
but saw many birds unusual for this region 
in winter. Their observance of eight star: 
lings is the first made here during the tak: 
ing of the official winter census. , 
They believe the observance of 2660 
hirds of 30 species is partly due to the un- 
usually mild weather. When snow and ice 
covered the ground two years ago, making

To Palmer tne most unusual feature of 
the bird walk was a flock of red-winged

Should exceedingly cold weather still 
come it would not be fatal to any of the 
species of birds here as long as food is avail:

Two Multi - Millionaires 
—and What They 
Did With Their Money

NEW YORK. 

HERE are muliti- 

millionaires and 

multi - millionaires. 

Some of them like 

to give away money 

and some do not. 

-~-most emphatical- 

ly, do not. When 

two such men are 

put side by side in 

the spotlight by the accident of cur- 

rent events, the result is a striking 
contrast. 

At about the time that the will of 
the late Julius Rosenwald was being 
probated in Chicago recently—a will 
which left $11,000,000 to charity and 
brought the total charitable gifts of 
the mail order expert to the neighbor- 
hood of $70,000,000—the State of 
Pennsylvania was fighting to collect 
inheritance taxes of the estate of the 
late Dr. John T. Dorrance. 

Dr. Dorrance, who had been sole 
owner and president of one of Amert- 
ca's biggest soup companies, left an 
estate estimated at $114,000,000 in 
New Jersey and at $200,000,000 in 
Pennsylvania. In his life he had given 
nothing publicly to charity; in his will 
he left nothing to charity—nothing, 
even, to any servants. 

Rosenwald was famous for years as 
one of America’s greatest philan- 
thropists. He is said to have given 
away four times as much money as 
he finally left to his heirs. 

He gave. for instance, $20,000,000 
to the Julius Rosenwald Fund, and 
stipulated that interest as well as prin- 
cipal must be spent within 25 years 
of the date of his death. He gave $5.,- 
v00,000 to found an industrial muse- 
um in Chicago, $6,000,000 for Jewish 
colonization work in Russia, $3,000,- 
000 to the University of Chicago, $2.,- 
500,000 to build model tenements for 
Negroes in Chicago, $54000,000 to the 


American-Jewish Joint Agricultural 
Corporation, $5,000,000 to the Jewish 
Theological Seminary, $500,000 to 


aid German war orphans and widows—- 
and so on, through a long list that con- 
tains almost innumerable items. 

Dr. Dorrance—at the time of his 
death, in the fall of 1930—was rated

“up a gigantic mail or- 


one of the nation’s richest men. Only 
two American families, the Fords and 
Rockefellers, had more money than his 


family; only two individuals outside 
of those families—Andrew Mellon and 
Anna R. Harkness—had as much pri- 
vate capital as he. 

Yet Dr. Dorrance remained a saver 
of dollars to the last. In his 35-page 
will he gave his entire fortune to his 
immediate family, and stipulated that 
his estate be kept intact for 16 years, 
so that state and Federal inheritance 
taxes might come out of the interest on 
the principal and leave the body of the 
fortune untouched for future distribu- 
tion. 

By comparison with that 35-page 
will there is Rosenwald’s will of slight- 
ly over a page—with its final $11,000,- 
000 bequest to charity. 


EVER was there a greater con- 
NY er between the lives of two 
rich men. 

Rosenwald was born in Springfield, 
Ill., the son of a small storekeeper. He 
went to the public schools until he was 
16 and then entered 
After oper- 
ating a clothing store 
for some years, he en- 
tered the mail order 
field in 1895 and built 


der; house. Entering 
the firm with an in- 
vestment of $35,000, 
he saw his holdings in- 
crease to a total value

pr. Dorrance was born in Bristol, 
Pa., attended a private school in Phil- 
adelphia, the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology and the University of 
Gottingen, in Germany, where he won 
a doctor's degree in science. His fam- 
ily wanted him to take up a profes- 
sion, but he had a practical turn of 
inind and business appealed to him. 

Returning to the United States, he 
went to work in the factory of his 
uncle, who had a canning plant in 
Camden, New Jersey. A tireless work- 
er and an expert in scientific agricul- 
ture, he spent his time improving va- 
rieties of fruits and vegetables and de 
veloping condensed soups. 
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Julius 
Rosenwald. 


Thirty-four years ago he founded a 
soup cOMpany. The company grew by 
leaps and bounds, and he became sole 
owner. But he never stopped working, 
and he never spent his money freely. 

The present litigation over inheri- 
tance taxes arises from the fact that 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey could 
never agree on Dr. Dorrance’s place of 
residence. 

At Cinnaminson, New Jersey, he had 
a farm, and a modest brick house. At 
Radnor, Pennsylvania, he had a huge 
estate, with an elaborate and expen- 
sive home. His family lived there— 
and had he lived there, too, Pennsylva- 
nia would have collected about $400,- 
000 a year from him in taxes. 

But he insisted that his home was in 
New Jersey, where his real estate and 
personal property were taxed:at a mod- 
est $106 a year, and where his $73,- 
000,000 worth of soup company stock 
was not taxed at all. 

At his death New Jersey collected 
$12,000,000 in inheritance taxes, while 
the United States took another $9,- 
500,000. Pennsylvania, claiming he 
was really a Pennsyl- 
vania citizen, is trying 
to collect inheritance 
taxes of $31,465,200— 
the largest in the his- 
tory of the State. 

Ellis Ames Ballard, 
lawyer for the Dor- 
rance estate, declares 
that Dr. Dorrance al- 
ways considered Cin- 
naminson his home 
and owed nothing to 
Pennsylvania. W il- 
liam A. Gray, = spe- 
cial counsel for Pennsylvania, on the 
other hand, asserts the Cinnaminson 
house was merely a blind, maintained 
to evade Pennsylvania taxes. 

Gray, incidentally, called Dr. Dor- 
rance the stingiest man he had ever 
known. To buttress this assertion, he 
got testimony concerning the soup 
king's living expenses over a period of 
years. 

From 1920 to 1925 Dr. Dorrance’s 
income ranged from $3,500,008 to $4.- 
009,000 a year. During that period 
his living expenses at Cinnaminson ran 
to not more than $10,000 annually. 
Add to that an additional $10,000 a 
year which he spent on trips to Florida

‘complete cost of the house, 


and Europe, and it ap- 
pears that he was saving 
all but about $20,000 of 
each year’s income. 

i In 1925 came a change 
in the Dorrance house- 
hold. Elinor, the eldest of 


four daughters, was al- 
most ready to make her 
debut. Ethel, Charlotte 


and Peggy were growing 
up. Little Jack was al- 
most old enough to go to 
school. And Cinnamin- 
son, at $10,000 a year, 
was hardly a setting for 
social affairs. 

Thus came Dr. Dor- 
rance’s one and only ex- 
travagance. He bought a 
big home at Radnor, Pa., 
for $350,000, added $80,- 


000 worth of land and 
spent $450,000 on the 
furnishings. 


‘From 1925 to 1930 the 
annual expenses at Rad- 
nor were $95,000. Thus, including the 
during 
those five years he was able to save 
around $18,000,000 out of his in- 
cone, 

His widow testified that Dr. Dor- 
rance often vehemently objected to the 
size of the electric light and gas bills 
at Radnor, telling her once to take the 
bulbs out of the servants’ quarters be- 
cause the servants burned too much 
light. 

She said that he argued with her 
about the size of the food bills and 
was particularly enraged with a btt- 
ler who had bought the family food at 
a high-priced store. 

Domestics in the soup king’s employ 
received from. $12 to $14 a week. Once, 
when a number of applicants respond- 
ed to an advertisement for servants, 
those who were willing. to work for 
$12 were asked to raise their hands— 
and the others were immediately 
turned away. 

His head gardener said that once 
Dr. Dorrance looked out of a window 
and saw an under-gardener resting for 
a few minutes. Dr, Dorrance called 
the head gardener, told him that he 
himself had earned his money by the 
sweat of his brow, and said the “‘lazy’’ 
gardener must be discharged at once.

The dream of a voyage 
to Mars, he points out, is no more pre- 
poxsterous now than that of flying in 
the air or talking across the ocean 
would have seemed a century ago. 


For some 300 years romancers have 
built stories around fanciful moon 
flights, although most of them passed 
rather lightly over the mechanical dif- 
ficulties imposed by such flights. Cy- 
rano de Bergerac braved official opin- 
ion to publish his ‘‘Voyages to the 
Moon and the Sun”’ in seventeenth cen- 
tury France. Cyrano even had his 
space craft propelled by rockets. Dan- 
iel Defoe, in 1700, wrote gayly of ‘‘a 
certain engine’’ which was placed on 
the backs of two vast bodies with “‘ex- 
tended wings’ and which carried the 
explorer to the moon with no trouble 
at all. Edgar Allen Poe, in his ‘‘Ad- 
venture of Hans Pfaall,’’ employed a 
balloon for his flight and took the 
matter seriously enough to warn the 
reader against belief in it. Jules 
Verne, half a century later, had 
still another idea. He used a 
gigantic cannon, with a bore 
900 feet long, from which the 
space ship was shot toward 
the zenith. H. G. Wells 
used a gravity repelling 
force emanating from 
some mysterious 
substance with 
which he covered 
the earth side 
of his ship. 

That was 
s u pposed 


to nullify the earth's attraction and 
leave the moon's force of gravity 
free to work on the uncovered side of 
the ship. Indeed, literature is full of 
fanciful space flights which are always 
managed easily through some ‘new 
discovery.” 


HE author of this treatise enter- 

tains no hopes for startling new 
discoveries which will make the 

feat of traveling to the moon an easy 
one. He confines himself to the mate- 
rials and principles with which science 
already is acquainted and reviews some 
of the problems the astronaut will en- 
counter in making these fit his pur- 
pose. The only ‘‘new discovery’ upon 
which he depends is the perfection of a 
rocket fuel which will carry more en- 
ergy per unit of weight than any so far 
employed. Scientists already are at 
work on this problem and, at the new 
“rocket flying field’’ established just 
outside Berlin two years ago, have 
utilized a combination of liquid oxy- 
gen and liquid hydrogen with marked 
success.

The path of projectiles shot above the earth. Shots

must start slowly from the earth, 
acquire velocity gradually, and 
reach its seven-mile-a-second speed 
only when it emerges in airless space. 
The continued operation of the ship's 
motors, even where no air exists is 
thus a prime necessity. 

“The ship must also be capable of 
guidance and maneuvering in inter- 
planetary space. As will be seen later, 
the space flight requires complete ad- 
herence to a rigidly plotted course 
through the heavens. 

“Since human beings are to guide 
the craft on its journey, provision 
must be made within its walls for ade- 
quate supplies of food, water and air, 
and for the maintenance of a comfort- 
able temperature.”’ 

Not only must these provisions be 
made for the period of actual travel 
through space, the author points’ out. 
They must be made also for the period 
the traveler spends on the moon, ff, 
indeed, he is able to effect a landing 
at all. The moon has no atmosphere, 
and consequently no life. Even its 
surface temperature would preclude 
the existence of such life as we know. 
Astronomical computations have 
shown that during its long night—it 
rotates on its axis once in 28 
days—the temperature on the dark 
side is as low as 243 degrees below 
zero Fahrenheit, approaching the ex- 
treme cold of space itself. On the 
bright side, conversely, the sun’s rays, 
unhampered by any atmosphere, beat 
down with merciless intensity, creating 
a surface temperature of 216 degrees. 
Water, if there were any, would speed- 
ily vanish as vapor in such a heat. 


HE traveler, therefore, if he 
expected to land and explore 
the moon's surface, would have 
to provide himself with a_ sort 
of ‘“‘thermos bottle’ suit, which would 
not only contain oxygen for him 
to breathe, but provide also some 
kind of insulation to protect him 
from the extremes of temperature, and 
even then it is probable that he would 
have to restrict his operations to a nar- 
row belt along the border between 
night and day. Getting about in this 
heavy armor might be difficult, but 
probably less difficult than on the 
earth, for its weight on the moon 
would be only about one-fourth of its 
weight on earth. : 

Even on Mars, Mr. Lasser believes, 
the visitor from the earth would still 
need his ‘‘space suit."" For the atmos- 
phere on Mars, so far as astronomers 
have been able to determine, is ex- 
tremely rare——only about half as dense 
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earth forever. 


as that at the top of Mount Everest. 
The Martian temperature also is ex- 
tremely variable with day and night, 
principally because the atmospheric 
blanket is not sufficient to retain the 
heat after the sun has gone down. 
Noonday temperatures on Mars, when 
the planet is closest to the sun, are 
estimated to be about 72 degrees, a 
very pleasant temperature even for ex- 
acting earth dwellers. But at that 
time of year when thé planet is 
farthest from the sun these noonday 
temperatures drop to 40 degrees below 
zero, and night temperatures the year 
around are believed to be well below 
zero. 


N VENUS, however, the visitor 
() mien find conditions far more 
to his liking. The heavy clouds 
which so completely envelop. the 
planet as to hide all surface 
markings show that Venus is abun- 


dantly supplied with atmosphere. And 


temperature observations indicate 


the surface is as warm or warm- 
er than that of the earth. Indeed, 
many astronomers believe that con- 
ditions on Venus now are similar to 
those which prevailed on the earth in 
Paleozoic times, ‘when animal life 
forms were primitive and land areas 
were covered with swamps and dense 
vegetation. Taking conditions all 
around, the chances are that men 
would bé able to get along very well 
unless swept away by violent storms or 
devoured by giant reptiles. 

The author concedes, however, that 
worry about what the traveler is going 
to find on Mars or Venus is a bit pre- 
mature. He has a great many things 
to worry about before he is ready for 
those problems. There is, for example, 
the problem of meteors. It is estimat- 
ed that these celestial wanderers, rang- 
ing in size from that of dust particles 
to the dimensions of a battleship, rain 
upon the earth at the rate of 10,000.- 
000 a day. Of course, very few of them 
ever reach the earth's surface. They 
are ignited by friction in the atmos- 
phere and burned up. ‘But what about 
the fate of a rocket craft that ventures 
beyond this atntospheric protection? 
Will it not be pelted incessantly and 
speedily destroyed? These meteors are 
traveling at enormous velocities——15 
to 45 miles a second. At such a ve- 
locity a meteor the size of a pin head 
would penetrate any armor plate, ad- 
mitting to the space ship's interior the 
terrific cold of space and providing an 
escape for the precious oxygen. 

There ig also the hazard arising 
from cosmic rays. As yet, scientists

in the summary way that is sanctioned 
by Stinkin’ Creek custom. It was not 
an important occurrence, as such mat- 
ters are rated hereabouts. Both men 
being dead, there was nothing to be 
done about it. Sam was buried on 
Stinkin’ Creek and Walter was put 
away in Scratchankle burying ground, 
and with the buryings the incident 
was closed. 

As a first class double killing ac- 
cording to the mountain mode, how- 
ever, the affair of Sam and Walter 
brought to the outside world’s atten- 
tion the fact that Knox County, claim- 
ing Stinkin’ Creek as part of its do- 
main, is regulated by a little woman 
sheriff, and although regulating a 
Inountain county is commonly looked 
upon as a man-sized job, the little 
woman sheriff seems to be handling 
the situation very well, barring such 
impromptu killings as occur from 
time to time along the creeks of the 
best regulated of mountain counties.

Smith to Gambrell, the formula that 

leads up to a serious discussion. 


HE two men walked toward the

lock, near Lexington, Kentucky. 
His flight also took place in 1854.

exploded at once. But that can’t 
be done. The ship must be accel- 
erated gradually. It must carry 
along its fuel and use it little by 
little. 

As a possible solution, he sug- 
gests what he calls the ‘‘step rock- 
et,’ an ingenious device proposed 
by Dr. Hermann Oberth, Austrian 
scientist and pioneer in rocket re- 
search. This design contemplates 
a rocket of three sections, or 
“steps.’’ The first step, or base 
of the rocket, would contain fuel 
enough to lift the projectile from 
the ground and give it a speed of 
two and a half miles a second. 
The hull, or fuel container con- 
stituting this first step, would then 
be detached and blown to bits or 
allowed to float back to earth bya 


parachute and the-.fuel contained 
in the second step used to increase 
the ship’s speed to seven miles a 
second. This accomplished, the 
second hull would be dropped. 

Unless a landing on the moon 
were contemplated, no fuel for 
actual propulsion would be needed 
after a speed of seven miles a sec- 
ond had been attained.
